STOCKHOLM, Nov 6 (Reuters) - The European 
Cup final will be played at the Stade de France, 
Paris, on May 24 next year, UEFA announced on 
Saturday.

He said there were at 
least two candidate venues being considered 
for each of the 2001 finals. 


England rivals in battle to be No.1 

By Nige! Clarke The battle to wear the England 
goalkeeping jersey against Scotland tomorrow 
began in earnest , David Seaman claimed he 
has not made a mistake since coming back 
from injury and Nigel Martyn, his understudy, 
believes that he is the best goalkeeper in the 
country. While 32-year-old Martyn can point to 
his form as one reason for Leeds being on top 
of the Premiership and marching on in Europe, 
Seaman has admitted that the criticism he has 
been getting has hurt him. 


Seaman, 36, has conceded 11 goals in seven 
games for Arsenal since his return to first-team 
action. Last season he let in just 26 from 42 
games in all competitions. He said: ‘| have been 
down, because as far as England is concerned, 
everybody picks holes in you. It's part of being 
a goalkeeper. I'm up there, I've set my 
standards, if you drop below them people have 
a go. ‘I've only played half a dozen games since 
| got fit but now | feel I'm up for it. It’s not 


easy at my age to come back because | 
couldn't train, | couldn't do any goalkeeping, 
so it affects your reflexes, timing and match 
fitness. ‘It has been as frustrating a spell as | 
can remember, especially at this time of my 
career. | want to be playing as many games as 
possible because | know it's not going to be 
there forever and you suddenly realise what 
you are missing. The more | watched, the 
more desperate | became. ‘It does hurt when | 
am criticised, there's no doubt about that, but 
it's only people's opinions and if | know I've 
made a mistake, I'll out my hands up.’ So has 
he? ‘No. It's not as if I've thrown goals in and 
that's the other part that hurts. If | had then 
fair enough. But | study the video of every 
goal | have conceded and since I've been back, 
| don't think | can be blamed for any of the 
goals Arsenal have conceded.’ 


Seaman, of course, is still remembered for his 
penalty-saving heroics in Euro 96. Having 
been seen as a somewhat dour personality, it 
gave him a brand new profile with the fans. 
He said: ‘| suppose it gives people another 
stick to beat me with but it’s only when you 
are successful you get those opportunities. As 
far as | see it’s part of my job, after all | am 
not going to be earning a lot of money for a 
long time.’ 

Martyn said: '| would give anything to be out 
there against the Scots. | am happy enough to 
battle for the jersey on a match-to-match 
basis but it would be great to hear the No.1 
Spot was mine. 

‘| know Peter Shilton and Ray Clemence 
shared the jersey a few years ago but it would 
be great to know I've made it. 

‘Lam certain David feels the same way but all 
| can do is keep doing the job for Leeds and 
keep my fingers crossed that | get the nod 
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‘| know it will be hostile up there but | can 
assure Kevin Keegan if he picks me | will have 
no problem giving my best. | have played in big 
games before and you simply shut out the 
noise and concentrate on making the right 
decisions. | just hope | will 

be involved.’ 


Spanish coach handed 10-match ban 
MADRID, Nov 5 (Reuters) - Enrique Martin, 
coach of Spanish second division side Leganes, 
has been handed a 10-match ban by the 
Spanish Football Federation for tackling an 
opposing player. 

The incident came five minutes before the end 
of a league match last Sunday. As Badajoz 
forward Sabino Santos broke away down the 
touchline Martin stepped on to the pitch and 
robbed him 

of the ball. Martin said he believed Santos was 
offside, although the assistant referee had not 
raised his flag. Despite Badajoz's claims that 
they should be awarded the match, the 
federation ruled that Leganes's 1-0 win should 
stand.
